Junior  point  guard  Randall  Crail  scored  a season-high  18  points  in  the 
Juab  win,  and  gave  the  Winged  Lions  many  fast  break  opportunities  over  the  course 
of  the  season,  an  element  that  has  been  missing  at  RHSM  in  recent  years.  Sophomore 
forwards  Brandan  Mayer-Blackwell  and  Tim  Mulvihill  played  significant  minutes  all  sea- 
son and  will  be  two  of  the  leaders  next  season.  Ffeshmen  Noel  Hollingsworth  and  Alex 
Gardner  also  started  a few  games  for  the  varsity  team  during  the  course  of  the  season 
and  are  primed  to  step  into  the  regular  rotation  next  year.  These  JV  players  provided 
depth  all  season:  juniors  Mike  DeVico,  Simon  Park,  and  Priyank  Sharma,  and  Ffeshmen 
Ben  Weiler  and  Chris  Everest.  With  continued  diligence  in  the  offseason,  RHSM  will 
hopefully  keep  improving  and  eventually  challenge  for  a state  championship  in  the  not
